Arkansans vote Nov. 3 on per- 


haps the most emotional and 
controversial issue come be- 
fore them in modern times—a 
constitutional amendment 
to 


legalize casino gambling in Gar- 
land County. 


The campaign has been long 


and bitter. It is the climax of 
almost 100 years of illegal gam- 
bling in the resort city of Hot 
Springs and the closing of the 
games last March by Gov. Or- 
val E. Faubus on mandate o 
the state House of Representa- 
tives. 


It has become a major issue 


in the gubernatorial campaign 
between Faubus and GOP can- 
didate Winthrop Rockefeller. It 
has been the topic of .thousands 
of sermons in churches across 
the state. 


There are dozens 
of argu- 


ments on both sides, but there 
are only two main ones: 


The Hot Springs Chamber of 


Commerce, which prposed the 
amendment, says there is go 
ing to be gambling ^ in Hoi 
Springs no matter what, an^ 
'that it might as well'be legal- 
ized and taxed. Not only that 
legalization will bring in mil- 
lions of tourist dollars and pro- 
vide needed tax funds, the 
chamber says.

Pro-Gambling Arguments 


The chamber of commerce 


says legal gambling would bring 
n millions of dollars in needed 
revenue and make Hot Springs 
a sort of Mid-America Monte 
Harolo for tourists (preferably 
rich) f r o m all over North 
America. 


It also would bolster the 


tourist economy, the chamber 
argues, providing a gold mine 
of business for restaurants, serv- 
ice stations, motels and hotels, 
and their establishment serving 
the tourists.

ty workers that Nikita Khru- 
shchev was ousted because he 
acted dktatorially and did a 
bad job besides, the left-wing 
Italian weekly L'Espresso re- 
ported today. 


L'Espresso said the report, 


written by Soviet Communist 
party Presidium member Mik- 
hail Suslov, had been distribut- 
ed to party workers throughout 
the Soviet Union. 


It had been rumored in Mos- 


cow earlier this week that such 
a report would be made public 
and that it would contain Sus- 
lov's denunciation at the Presi- 
dium meeting Oct. 14 which 
removed Khrushchev from com- 
mand of the party. The report 
has not been made public in 
Moscow and L'Espresso did not 
say where it got its summary. 


SUslov's report, according to 


L'Espresso,

shchev of these failings:

These emissaries had 
neither the right nor prepara 
tion to undertake the delicate 
tasks given them, and often the 
results' did not correspond to 
Soviet interests.

from the Western press that he 
had formulated prospects on the 
German and Berlin questions 
unacceptable to the party.

Editor's Note: Upon receipt of 


the foregoing letter I telephoned 
City Manager Garland Medders 
to refresh my memory on city 
ordinances with regard to dogs 
running at large. 


; Mr. Medders says the only or- 
dinance in effect in Hope is one 
requiring dogs to be vaccinat- 
ed. He disclosed however, that 
the city is building a dog pen in 
Fair Park and will soon begin 
semi-annual drives to gather up 
unvaccinated strays and destroy 
them. 


While on the 'phone Mr. Med- 


ders and your editor discussed 
the regulation of dogs at large 
in other cities. Little Rock after 
much debate finally passed an 
ordinance requiring dogs to be 
kept on leash when away from 
home. But there was such a ve- 
hement outcry from dog owners 
that the ordinance was never en- 
forced. Dog owners, it appears 
contend that a leash law or any 
ordinance prohibiting dogs from 
running at large is 
unfair to 


children who want pets. 


But a dog is personal proper- 


ty. And the owner of such prop- 
erty is responsible for it under 
English common law, written 
or unwritten. 


Mrsi Haggard asks where she 


can go for help. All she has to 
do is to swear out a warrant 
against the owner of menacing 
dogs. Police feel imposed upon 


by people who complain but do 
nothing. Rut a duly sworn-out 
warrant is something they have 
to act on. Mrs. Haggard has had 
the courage to write this letter 
and publish her name and ad- 
dress — her next step is to no- 
tify the dogs' owner, and If he 
doesn't get his dogs off 
the 


street promptly swear out a war- 
rant against him. 


This is an old argument, and 


this rejoinder is written by an 
old hand at handling dogs. Your 
editor has two of his 'own. But 
they are fenced in, and they 
don't bark. The reason they 
don't bark is that I get up all 
hours of the night and silence 
any barking with a 
bedroom 


slipper. When I got the second 
dog I had a little trouble on 
this score. She barked, 
and 


when t went out to spank her 
the old dog was hiding in the 
doghouse. The second time, both 
were in the doghouse —• and 
that was that. 


Dogs are like people. Some 


are good neighbors — and some 
aren't. But unlike people, dogs 
have masters, who are respon- 
sible for their good conduct. Peo- 
ple come ahead of dogs every 
time. Otherwise none of us could 
keep a dog at all. 


Our editorial note has run long 


— but of talking about dogs 
there is no end.

Former Court 
Justice 
Burton Dies 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Re- 


tired Supreme Court Justice, 
Harold H. Burton is dead at 76. 


He died at George Washington 


University Hosital Wednesday 
from a combination of illnesses. 
Failing health had forced him to 
retire from the Supreme Court 
six years ago. 


Burton, while serving as a 


Republican senator from Ohio, 
was appointed to the court in 
1945 by Democratic 
President 


Harry S. Truman. They had 
been close friends when Truman 
was a senator from Missouri. 


In one of his most significant 


oinions, 
Burton 
issued! 
the 


ruling that outlawed racial seg- 
regation on railroad dining cars. 
It was the first in a line of ma- 
jor nil ings by the 
Supreme 


Court on civil rights. 


Burton began his political 


career as an Ohio state legisla- 
tor in 1928 and became mayor of 
Cleveland in 1935, running as an 
independent 
Republican 
on- 


osed to the regular party lead- 
ers. In 1940, he had to buck the 
Republican state organization to 
win the nomination for senator. 
He then won the election. 


He was near the end of his 


first term as senator when Tru- 
man appointed him to the Su- 
preme Court,

was sworn in. The

said he wanted to pay tribute to 
a long-time personal friend.

Says Absentee

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Election R e s e a r c h 
Council Inc. said Saturday that 
there is widespread mishandling 
of absentee ballots and applica- 
tions for absentee ballots in 
many of the state's counties. 


John H. Haley, chairman of 


the council, said his group had 
received reports from about a 
dozen counties and said as these 
are verified and studied they 
will be made public. 


"We are appalled at the man- 


ner in.which absentee .ballots 
and absentee ballot applications 
are 
being handled in many 


counties," Haley said in a news 
release. "The most repulsive 
tact • uncovered is that some 
persons listed in the 1964 poll 
books have been dead longer 
than a year." 


Haley- said 700 absentee bal- 


lots were mailed out in Garland 
County early this.week and said 
not a single application was 
checked to see whether the vot- 
r was qualified. 
Of -the 700 applications, Haley 
laid, more than 200 were illegal. 
He said some were unsigned, 
quite a large number were in 
etter form rather than on an of- 
ficial application form and some 
were on a mimeographed form 
made up by the county clerk's 
each year which allows some- 
one .other than the voter to sign-! 
""this," H a l e y said,'.*"Of; 
course,"• is illegal and voids the[ 
ballot." 


He said the same discrepan- 


cies showed up in a check of 
absentee ballot applications in 
the July primary election. 


Haley also said it appeared 


that post office boxes were be- 
ing used as a means of "colon- 
izing bloc voters." 


More than 100 persons show-, 


ing the same post office box- 
number as their residence got 
ballots in 1963 in Garland Coun- 
ty, Haley said. 


Haley said a check with Poin- 


sett County Clerk Max Edens 
turned up more than 40 applica- 
tions which listed the same post 
office box number in Trumann 
as a place of residence. 


Edens told Haley that he had 


returned the applications but up-

Lashes Smear

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Win- 


throp Rockefeller said today he 
believes Arkansans have too 
much decency to be influence 
by what he called a smear 
campaign leveled against him 
by Gov. Orval E. Faubus. 


Rockefeller, the Republican 


candidate for governor, also ac- 
cused Faubus, his Democratic 
opponent, of c o n d u c t i n g a 
whispering campaign against 
him. 
Both appeared today be- 


fore the Little Rock ministerial 
alliance. 


In a speech prepared for de- 


livery to the group of ministers, 
Rockefeller said, "I did not an- 
ticipate the sordid, sinister tact- 
ics which I jhave encountered. 
I*he.opposition has instigated a 
campaign of slander, .smears 
and tears, a campaign of suspi- 


con, 
fear, cynicism, greed and 


arrogance." 


"I am deeply concerned, as I 


know you are," he said. "All 
citizens must similarly be wort- 
dering why the desperate but 
deliberate and callous attempt 
at character assassination that 
has been directed towards me 
in this campaign." 


Rockefeller 
said F a u b u s 


signed a legislative resolution in 
1957 
commending him for lead- 


ership in connection with the 
Arkansas 
Industrial Develop- 


ment Commission. 


But he said Faubus now calls 


him "untried, inexperienced for- 
mer playboy" and adds "I must 
now destroy the false image of 
W in I h r o p Rockefeller that I 
helped create." 


"I have not sought to create 


an image," Rockefeller said. "I 
have been myself, and my life 
is an open book." 


He then enumerated some of 


the tilings Faubus has used as 
campaign issues: 


"My opponent has been con- 


cerned and made a campaign 


issue of the price of coal oilin 
1911, 
While 1 have been- trying 


to make an issue of the educa- 
tional needs of the youth of our 
state. 


"My opponent has tried to 


make an .issue ofs ,the signifi- 
cance of gating a Jean 61 ^hili, 
while I jhave been trying to 
make an issue of ithe needs of 
our worthy welfare .recipients. 


"My opponent has been trying 


to make an issue of riding a 
freight train, while I have been 
trying to make an issue of im- 
proving the highway system in 
Arkansas. 


"My opponent ,has been try- 


ing to make an issue of the al- 
legation-that I own an interest 
in a hotel that maintains a legal 
gambling establishment in Puer- 
to Rico, a false statement which 
I have categorically d e n i e d ; 
while I have been trying to 
make an issue of the fact:that, 
in spite of his oath*of office,,he 
has 
condoned the notorious 


flaunting of'"the "law. by open 
casino gambling in Hot Springs 
for nine years and four^monihs. 


after he promised the people of 
the state in his campaign iti 1954 
that he would call on the State 
Police any time he had reason 
to believe Hot Springs gambling 
clubs were operating, and have 
the State Police enforce the 
law." 


Rockefeller also said Faubus

f^elena Chamber of Commerce 
is simple: it merely authorizes 
the legislature to set up taxing 
districts to support junior col- 
leges. 


Forrest Rozzell, executive sec- 


retary of the Arkansas Educa- 
tion Association, the watchdog 
agency for the public schools, 
promptly attacked the amend- 
ment as a hoax. 


He said it's title implies that 
• is needed to give the legisla- 
ture authority to set up taxing 
districts when it actually seeks 
authority to levy the lax. He 
said the legislature already can 
set; up community college dis- 
tricts. 


Rozzell said the amendment 


should have placed some limit 
on the taxing power the legisla- 
ture can give the districts. He 
«id that, as written, the boards 


directors of the proposed in- 


stitutins could be given author- 
ity; to levy, raise or repeal a tax 
at their discretion. 


Sponsors of the proposal are 


thinking more in terms of tax- 
ing powar suclr as that accorded 
to school districts. The school 
boards set the tax rates, but 
they must be approved by pop- 
ular vote. 
• The amendment 
would re- 


strict operations to two-year col 
'leges. 


For example, Phillips County 


(Helena) could join with sur 
rounding counties to build a 
community college at Helena 
Marianna or some other city 
The school would be supportec 
by a tax on real and persona 
property over the entire district 
A It is a threat to public schoo 
"unds in that public schools ge 
their local revenue from th< 
same tax source. 


But sponsors point out that 


more and more students are go- 
ing to college each year, putting 
an ever greater strain on insti- 
tutions of higher learning. 


Community colleges w o u l d , 


they say, take off some of the 
pressure by taking care of many 


•IJfreshman and sophomore stu-

This loss of production came

The dealers saw their supplies 


of new cars vanish in the face 
of heavy demand. They felt that 
many of the lost sales will never 
be recovered but went to other 
manufacturers. Ford and Chrys- 
ler, which reached agreements 
with the United Auto Workers 
Union earlier, kept on producing. 


New car sales in mid-October 


sagged well below a year earlier 
totaling 164,306 against 211,980, 
a loss of 2.3 per cent. 


Most of the loss was in GM 


sales, which fell 51 per cent to 
56,106 from 
113,488 
a 
year 


earlier. On the other hand, 


hrysler sales gained 23 per cent 


and Ford 12 per cent. 


Suppliers of materials for cars
